In another column we publish an article doalini; w ith studoni 
government of the "Tech" in Boston. One of the features of then- 
control is the so-called "point system." which has proved a great 
success both theio and at other largo iinivcrjitios. Tiio system pro- 
vides for the allotment of a certain number of points to all tollcge 
offices according lo iheir importance and the lime ihey require. No 
man is allowed to hold offices the sum of who.so points exceeds a 
limit that is set. The idea is an excellent one and the application 
has proved the .scheme lo have a practical value. 

Accumulation of offices is made impossible and the restriction 
serves a further purpose in making the students consider their 
choice so as to group the men lo the best advantage. Amongst ihc 
many improvements the Sludenl's Council are thinking of making 
this is one that might easily be adopted. We <ill know of the ter- 
ribly unbalanced stale of affairs that now exist. Here is a way to 
improve mailers, give it a try until a belter method is to be had.
